A s a com munity service under the direction of the present 
Borough Council the W ater System is constantly being im 
proved and extended. 
In recent years approximately thirty 
I miles of new mains have been laid, bringing water service to 
( roydoti and Bristol I ownship and Edgely. New real estate 
developments, adjacent to Bristol, also have had mains re.u It 
them w hen necessary. 
Last year an additional 16-inch main was put down in j 
Bristol, connecting the two elevated storage tanks of the W atef 
System. 
I his improvement increased the am ount ut water 
available to all parts of the town from the tanks, and also 
facilitated keeping the pressure on when the pum ps are shut off.
